THE ORTHODOX FRIENDS. 

BIENNIAL SUNDAY-SCHOOL CONFERENCE. 

The eigbth biennial conference of the Ortho- 
dox Friends. First Day School Associations of 
North America endedsfour days’ session in 
Philadelphia Nov. 16. This conference repre- 
sented the Garneyite, or, as they consider them- 
selves, progressive branch of the Society, as o p- 
posed to the Wilburite. or more conservative 
branch. Not many years after the separation of 
the Friends in 1827 the Orthodox Friends were 
torn by dissensions concerning matters of doo- 
trine and church government, They finally di- 
vided in every yearly meeting, except Philadel- 
phia, into these two divisions, each of which 
claims tobe the Society of Friends. The Gur- 
oevites are named from the Englishman, 
Joseph John Gurney, and the Wilbucites 
from a preacher named Wilbur, who was 
influential among them at the time 
of the separation. The $ Gurpeyites 
are in favor of First-day, or S unday-schools, 
attach great importance to the Bible, as a means 
of conversion, as well as a rule of faith and 
practice; are aggressive, zealous, greatly inter- 
eated in missions: not averse to music ; and, in 
fact, resemble in many respecte both the Metho- 
diste and the Low-Church Episcopalians. The 
Wilburites are strictly conservative, very plain 
in dress, manner of speech, and of living ; would 
excommunicate (at least in Philadelphia Yearly 
Meeting) any member who placed a piano in his 
house, and are not specially interested in mis- 
gions, believing that the “light within” is 
sufficient for man's guidance here and 
hereafter, aud that the:efore the Written 
Word,” or Bibie, is not a necessity to all man- 
kind. The Gurneyites are more numerous and 
powerful in New England aud the West, while 
the Wilburites are an influential body in Phila- 
delphia, New York, and Baltimore Yearly Meet- 
ingen. 2 of the more rigid sevarelx enden 
the Philadelphia Yearty Meeting for not having 
divided, declaring that it is held together by the 
epormous Value of the landed property which it 
owns, to divide which would probably take long 
and troublesome litigation. 

Eleven Yearly Meetings, namely, New England, 
Now York, Baltimore, Philadelphia, Western 
Ohio, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, North Carolina, 
and Canada, were represented iu the Conference. 
Besides these, several independent First-day 
schools sent delegates.“ The report of the Sta- 
tistical Committee shows that there are in these 
eleven Yearly Meetings 2,895 officers and teach- 
ers, 32,844 pupils eorolled, and, au average at- 
tendance of 19,768 upon First-day schools. Each 
session of the Conference was opened by read- 
ing a portion of the Scriptures. Then followed 
generally one or more prayers and sermons by 
the ministers present. Dr. Dougan Clark, of 
Richmond, Indiana, was made permanent Chair- 
man, not by election (Friends never cal! for the 
vont and nays), but by the unauimous voice of 
the Conference. 

The tirst question considered was: How 
should teachers’ meetings be conducted 80 as to 
be of moat practical benefit to the school?” It 
was decided that the maoner of presenting sub- 
jects to pupils sbould be settled at these meet- 
ings, 80 a8 to insure uniformity of opiuion, 
Mary K. Murray, of New Lors, thought that 
teachers“ meetmge should be mainly devoted to 
player. 

On Friday evening, Prof. Thomas Chase, Presi- 
dent of Haverford College, an orthodox Quaker 
school near Philadelphia, lectured upon the bis- 
tery of the Englieh Bible, giving some interest 
ing facts in regard to the pew version now being 
made. He is one of the translators, and hopes 
that the New Testament will be finished in three 
years. The Old Testament will not be issued for 
five or six years. 

During the discussion of the question. What 
are we to expect asthe results of the Bible 
School?” Dr. James Ruoade, of Philadelphia, 
said that teachers should lay especial stress upon 
the teaching of George Fox and bis followers, 
especially in tueir singularly clear application of 
Christianity to the affairs of every-day life. The 
prevalent opinion veemed to be that the most 
important result of Bible schools is the ** conver- 
efon ok pupils. An interesting illustration was 
given by Mary K. Murray of the manner in 
which she would teach an adult class. She took 
as her pupils the Friends upon the “ raised 
benches,” and questioned them to the entertain- 
ment of the rest of the Conference. 

Ho to Study tne Bible was the subject of 
an address by Mary L. Kimberly, of Burlington, 
N. J. She told ber hearers that they shou'd dis- 
miss all doubts as wolvesin sheep's clothing 
sent for the destruction of their souls. Tbe 
a is God's book, aad should be so accepted. 

omas Kimber, also of Burlington, took the 
Book of Genesis as a subject, and made a furi- 
ous attack upon the Darwiniaa theory, de- 
nouncing it as equally false, unscrupulous, and 
dangerous. 

The question, How can the Bible school be 
made instrumental in promoting tlie cause of 
temperance?” was answ by Joshua L. 
Bailey, of Philadelphia, aud by many other 
Friends, mostly women. It seemed to be the 
general opinion that teachers of Bible day- 
schools should organize total abstinence socie- 
ties among their pupils, and use all their infiu- 
ence to induce those under their care to take the 
pledge. The terrible effects, physical. mental, 
and moral, of drunkenness should be set before 
them in the strongest light.

RELICIOUS MISCELLANY. 
THE CHURCH IN GENERAL. 

The Vanderbilt University at Nashville, Tenn., 
which was opened thie fall under the direction 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church South, sow 
has 400 students. 

A memoria! tree chapel and school building, 
costing $135,000, were recently cousecrated in 
Philadelphia by the Protestant Episcopal Bishop 
of Pennsylvania. The buildings are entirely 
free from debt. 

The Baltimore Mirror gives a list of seventy- 
five Catbolio churches in that diocese where the 
forty hours’ devotion will be observed during 
the current ecciesiastioal year, from Nov. 23, 
1875, to Nov. 26, 1876. 


The Presbyterian Board of Foreign Missions 
reports a deficit on Nov. 1 of $236,000. The 
deficit on Oct. 1 was $195,000. During October 
the receipts fell $4,000 short of the contribu- 
tions of the same month last year. 

Concerning the engagement of s pastor by a 
church in Kentucky, a member writes to a relig- 
ious paper: We have secured his services for 
the ensuing year at the ealary of $100. We are 
looking fcrward for great blessings |” 

The Presbytery of Baltimore comprises forty- 
nine Presbyterian ministers, four licentiates, 
forty-three churches, 4,708 communicants. This 
Presbytery, with that of Newoastle and of 
Washington City, constitutes the Synod of 
Baltimore. 

A deaf mute, pow a candidate for orders in 
New York, is soon to be admitted to the priest- 
hoed, the first case .eince the day of Pentecost. 
The New York Deaf Mate Mission Society eupporte 
a home for aged aud infirm deaf mutes in Bast 
Thirteenth street. 

The African sitory states that since the 
close of the War's 000 ee rsons have 
been sent to Liberia and established there by 
the American Colonization Society. The regular 
fall expedition of the Society to Liberia is to 
start during thus month, 


The Boston Young Men's Christian Union, a 
Unitarian Association, bas issued a request to 
its friends for subscriptions to complete its 
bnildiog. The sum of $140,560 bas already been 
given; the further amount desired is $125,000. 
The building, it is expected, will be finished 
next March. 

The increase of Episcopal ministers in the last 
year in forty-six dioceses was only twenty-eight 
overthe deaths, Ig four years, from 1870 to 
1874, there was a decrease of 200 in the number 
of candidates for 0: ders ; during th's same period 
the Presbyterian Church iocreased the number 
of its caudidatesfrom 311 to 800, and raised 
$250,000 for theological] education.

Church property is taxed in California, and

religious purposes. 

At the Protestant Episcopal Diocesan Conven- 
tion of New Jersey last week a very bold and 
practical sermon was preached by the Rev. 
George Z. Gray, of Bergen Point, son of Mr. J. 
A. A. Gray, of New York, aud Bishop Odendein- 
er presented these statistics of the last year: 
Number confirmed, 482 in thirty-five parishes ; 
one priest and one descon ordained; eight cler- 
gymen received from other dioceses, seven trans- 
ferred to other dioceses, and One deposed. 


The admission of lay delegates to the Annual 
Conference is now the leading question before 
the Wesleyan body of Eogland. The special 
committee in charge of this subject has just held 
a meeting, and adjourned to meet again in Jan- 
Gary next. Its recommeudatioss are to be sub- 
mitted t the May district meetings, the mixed 


committee of ministers and laymen, and the nest 


Conference. It is thought that lay represéute- 
tion will be, in time, adopted. 


One of the most vital questions to be brought 
before the next General Conference will be that 
of the election of Presiding Elders by the A nnu- 
al Conferences, instead of their appointment 
by tbe Bishops. More thas balf the Anoual 
Conferences have already chosen their delegates 
to the General Oonfereuce, and the Rev. W. H. 
Pearne has made a calculation as to the way 
they will vote on this question. His tables foot 
up: Yeas, ministers, 42 laymen, 18—total, 60. 
Nays, ministers, 64; laymen, K--total, 107. Of 
the sixty yeas, Mr. Pearne belfevés he Knows at 
least ten who will not vote for the measure when 
the time of aciion comes. 


The Rev. Dr. Dix made some very plain re- 
marks at the annual! festival of the united choirs 
of Trinity Parish, last week. He said: Church 
music is now in a very unsatisfactory condition. 
Expensive churches require popular music as 
well as popular preachers. Instead of hearty 
congregational singing we find the involutions, 
evolusions, and convoldtions of quartette 
choire, or else the faultlessezecation of a soloist 
paid $2,000 a year for singing two sacred songs 
one day in the week, ‘The popular taste uncul- 
tivated agd untutored isin fault. The requi- 
sites of church mus.care, that it should be of 
the esseuce of worship, that it shouid be de- 
votional, aod that it should be simple, so that 
all should take part in it. The music gould 
then be the voice of the whole people, and not 
of the choir.

well worthy of mention; the embonsing stands 
out in relief from the goods and was @ very rich 
appearance. Koickerbocker crossed by large 
squares is also a uovelty. There isa large as- 
sortment of cachemurea de I’[nde in all plain 
colors, with cachemire designs in two shades ; 
these are all very tastefol. There may also be 
added to this style of material vigognes and drap 
du Thibet in real India wool. There are many 
striped and checked fancy materials of which 
suits will be made, combined with plain goods to 
correspond. 

As already foretold, the lampas, damasks, and 
brocades which were intended to enable one to 
dispense with trimmiug, are as much, if not 
more, heavily trimmed thaa the plain materials. 
The toilets are striped from head to foot with 
galloon; these must be had at any price, and 
placed everywhere. The sleeves of many sicil- 
ienpes, cloth, and velvet confections are wholly 
covered with galloon. 

The chief question at present concerns the 
form of outer garments. The large capote 
and polonaise are the latest caprics; many of 
these will be made of coarse goods with long 
nap, or of frappe velvet, and other materials. 
A beautiful shape is knoown as the 
Pasha garment, which is of medium length in 
tne back and very long in front, forming an 
apron ; it has bandsome and rather long, square 
sleeves, which are in perfect harmony with the 
general cut. It is heavily trimmed with inser- 
tion and fine passsmenteric, studded with jet, 
and bears lace to match. There are two ot her 
garments in the same style, very short. and al- 
most straight in the back; in front they are cut 
iu two long points, forming an apron. The 
‘rimming is galloon or fur. Then in contrast to 
these is the short ensque, fitting in to the figure, 
with tight sleeves aod square cuffs. Thie is 
trimmed with bands of fur, which are broader 
than those of last year, For carriage use, large 
circular cloaks lined and trimmed with fur are 
most in favor. 

The materials for day wear, such as silk and 
woolen goods, and all-silk goods, as also velours 
frappe, are invariably gray or tawny polonaises. 
intended to be wern over brown or black velvet 
skirts. If, on the contrary, the polonaise forms 
part of the complete suit—which is the most 
stylish fashion—the materia! is then in the sbade 
of the fhille skirt. Tae frappe velvet tunigue 
exacis u (aiile akirt liberally trimmed with puff- 
ings and plaitings. With a tunique of silk ma- 
— the skirt is of velour trame in the same 
shade. 

The colors now in vogue are all shades of 
blue, green, scabieuse, and mouse-color, and 
brown is siways worn. 

Among the biack materials for elegant cos- 
tumes are satin, silk, velvet, foulard, sic:lienne, 
aud, for ordinary cloth, cachemire, 
broche, matelasse, armure, sipaca, and many 
other fancy goods, With these, silk and wool, 
and plaiu end broche goods, are combined, just 
ia colored dresses. A very handsome suit 
called the baby-dreas is made in thege combina- 
tions of material. The shape is princess; the 
front is of sicilienne, aod the back of woolen and 
silk broche goods. The waist is cut decidediy 
long, and lacesinthe back. It has a very long 
basque. The Sicilienne abbesse train is hooked 
to the basque, and two scarfs of broche goods 
are gracefully arranged in piaits turning up- 
ward. The first surrounds tbe skirt where the 
basque terminates, aod the second is piased a 
little below. The ends of the scarf are trimmed 
With fringe and joi ued in the middie of the back 
in a sailors knot. The sleeves are of broche, 
finished at the wrists with plain cornets and 
falle bows. 

Among the numerous different shaped pockets 
now iu use the newest are the fan pocket, which 
is straight or turned over, the aumoniere de- 
tached from the skirt, and the plain or double 
shell-pocset. a 

The bonnets of the day are as eccentric as all 
other articles of toilet. Who can really admire 
the new shape called Muscadin, with a large 
raised brim trimmed with bright colors? It can 
also be made altogether black, and trimmed 
with a black tulle searf, with lace, and 
a plume placed high on the crown, The most 

culiar combinations of colors are in use; for 
instance, on the brim of a green or p!um-colored 
felt bonnet is a @ky-viue ostrich feather. Plush 
and velvour epingle are again to be revived. 

Black end waite continue in vogue. Scarfs of 

White silk patte are still placed around the 
erowns of felt bats. The materiale most em- 
ployed are brocaded silk, mateiasse, and velvet. 
A new kind of very fine ivory-white llama lace ig 
very showy on black velvet. The ribbons are 
shot with gold, silver, aud steel, and are very 
heavy, Velvet flowers, bronzed leaves, pecull ar 
feathers, fancifai birds (the use of which 18 
sometimes abused), and silver or gold orna- 
meats, are ali pressed into service to trim the 
bonnets of the period, . Long veils are again to 
be the style. They are of plain or dotted tulle, 
and fall as far as the knees; they are called 
veiisada ute. When the veiis raised it is 
thrown over one side of the bonnet. 

Mahnes point lace and Valéticiennes are a'so 
uscd for wimmings; the average depth in 234 
tb 3 inches, The lace ie placed on the arrows of 
the bonnet in sheli-shape and mingled with 
loops aud ends of failfe or velvet.

THE ARTIST Zen. 

Arsene in @ recent Paris letter to 
the New York Tribune, gossips as follows about 
the painter Ziem: Two Parisiennes, friends of 
hia, Madame de C. and Mademoiselle de P., be- 
ing in Venice, were delighted to flad Ziem, who 
knew everything and talked equally well of 
Paris and Venice. But the next day, at the hour 
when be was to have met them at the Piazza of 
St. Mark, while they were giving bread-crumbs 
to the pigeons of the Repuplic,—for the pigeons 
had never changed their politics,—Ziem had 
disappeated. They almost waited for him; 
after which they went to walk with- 
ous too much care as to where 
their litile feet were tending through tha: 
riddle of streets and streams. They soon found 
themselves on the bridge of the Rialto, stopping 
idly before the shops. They were struck by the 
luminous beauty, the white fa», the golden hair 
of a feir daughter of Murano, tho had come to 
sell her doves at Venice; yes, a genuine mer- 
ohant of doves, fit to have been a merchant of 
Cupids in antiqaity.

Ziem had beckoned to a young man dressed as 
a Turk, who was lighting a narghileh in the back 
shop. He whispered to him, Keep this woman 
talking about ber doves as long as possible. Or- 
fer her these silver ear- rings and this gold ring. 
If sbe insists on being paid in cash make her 
wait while you get a note changed.” With these 
words Ziem went ioto the rear shop and smoked 
tis narghieh while the yoang Tark disputed 
with the dove-merchant. In spite of berself she 
was induenced by the charm of the ripbons and 
jewelry, and soon gave way. She feasted her 
eves on the pretty things about her, never dress! 
ing how pretty she was herself. How fined! 
shoald be.” she thought, “if I had such fine 
things to wear.” 

Dem, in the back shop, was quietly smoking 
hie narghileh and rapidly sketching the lovely 
face of the dove-merchant.

Io the Madon- 
nas the earthly love is seen, and in the courtesan 
there is something cf divine. When I come 
to Venice, I find the Adriatic, the palaces, 
the churches, and the sunshine of the 

nalssance painters; but bow can I find 
Refaelia, Violante, Leonora?” He then told 
how he bad conceived the idea of thie trap for 
beauty. Whenever be came to Veuice he rented 
a shop on the Rialto; he spent a thousand 
francs or so in more glaring finery than any oa 
sale in the adjoming shops; so that all the

dition of European cities will probably show 
wherein the cause of our misgovernment con- 
sists. In the United States all our City Gov- 
ernments are elective almost in all their 
branches. We elect in Chicago a Mayor, 
Common Council, Treasurer, Attorney, and 
itis now proposed to add to the list Police 
and Fire Marshal, Corporation 
and Comptroller. Practically we elect all our 
State, county, and municipal officers,—ex- 
ecutive, ministerial, legislative, and judicial, 
—and as @ consequence have no responsi- 
bility.. In European cities, and especially in 
those of Great Britain and Germany, the 
only officers elected are the legislative de- 
partments. The people elect the law-makers 
of the cities, and upon them place the 
responsibility, not only for the control and 
direction of the government, but for the ad- 
ministration of the municipal affairs by all its 
officers. .We have more. i 
worse governments; they have fewer elec- 
tions, better officers, and honester and more 
efficient governments. The affairs of the 
City of London, with its 3,500,000 of in- 
habitants, its police, its public works, its 
thorough and efficient public service,—its en- 
tire administration is carried on year after 
year and century after century without a

cities, as compared with those in the United 
States. There are governments in cities in 
Europe which are olderthan the govern- 
ments of the Kingdoms of which they are a 
part. These City Governments have con- 
tinued year after year, century after century, 
survi ing the fall and succession of dynas- 
ties ; continuing unchanged through revo- 
lutions and counter revolutions ; and, during 
the whole period, preserving their identity, 
their distinct financial credit and political 
autonomy, and performing all their functions 
as a government with eminent success, econ- 


omy, and purity. 


How is it in the United States? There is 


not a City Government thirty years old, hav- 
ing within its jurisdiction 30,000 inhabitants, 
which is not habitually misgoverned, whose 
taxation is not disproportionate, whose rev- 
enue is not more or less wasted, Whose ex- 
penditures are not excessive, which has not a 
surplus of officers at upnecessary high sal- 
aries, and to which there is not a gang of 
speculators and jobbers forever looking for 
some opportunity to make money without 
giving an honest consideration therefor. But 
this does not tell the whole story. 
history of the governments of the larger 
cities of the United States is an almost 
unbroken record of mal-administration, ex- 
travagance, plunder, corruption, and incom- 
petency. Our municipal monuments all tell 
the same story of reckless, willful waste, 
and of deliberate dishonesty. 
government of a large city is now considered 
an impossibility, and in all estimates of 
city expenditures there is now a large mar- 
gin of cost assigned to satisfying those 
who deliberately exact a heavy percentage 
as plunder. The universality of this corrup- 
tion in municipal governments has made 
our elective system such an abomination that 
thousands, and unfortunately of the most 
deeply interested classes, absolutely refrain 
from any participation in our elections. A 
result is that the elections for Jocal govern- 
ments fall generally into the hands of those 
most deeply interested in extravagant and 
corrupt governments,—the other class refus- 
ing to participate in a struggle at the polls 
with the mob of repeaters, ballot-box staffers, 
and recipients of the spoils of office. An- 
other evil is, that the choice of local officers 
being thus committed exclusively to those 
interested in dishonest government, a class of 
men become candidates and obtain elections 
who, under another and better system, would 
never be heard of in that connection. 
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| service.” This, which’ ig hardly the case 
for a single year in asingle municipal gov- 
ernment in the whole breedth of the United 
States, is the universal rule in Great Britain 
and Ireland, where such a thing as a corrupt 
City Government, or a corrupt city officer, or 
a conspiracy to use the public revenues for 
private purposes, would produce a: national 
sensation. 

We submit to the consideration of our 
readers the inquiry, whether we do not have 
too frequent elections, and whether we do 
not elect entirely too many officers, and 
whether much of the evil is not due to this 
frequency of election, and this election of 
officers who “ought to be appointed, and 
whether, if we had City Governments more 
permanent in their organization, less depend- 
ent upon the will of those classes interested 
in waste and extravagance, and removed from 
the control of contractors and jobbers, rings 
and rascals, we would not have governments 
managed in the interest of the public, and 
governments officered by men influenced by 
other and higher considerations than their 
personal enrichment at the public expense, 
within the shortest possible time. 
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“ON THE AMERICAN MODEL.” 

A fresh proof of Russian liking for the 
United States is furnished in the late news 
from the Empire. The Russians have been 
imitating us, and so sincerely flattering us. 
It seems that the failure of the eolossal spee- 
ulator, and apparently colossal swindler, Dr. 
Srroveners, led to a general run pon the 
more notable Russian banks. The run upon 
the Bank of Azov-Don in Tagaurog, and the 
Merchants’ Bank in Moscow, is said to have 
been on the American model.” This isa 
compliment to our financial system. We 
have not been in the habit of furnishing 
banking models to the subjects of the well- 
known effete despotisms, but it seems that a 
brighter day is to dawn in this respect for our 
financiers. Dr. Srrovsprra himself con- 
ducted his operations on the American 
model.” Incredible as it seems, he actually 
improved, in some respects, upon that 
apparently perfect plan. By assiduously 
carrying out the dictam of the Macirop 
school of political economists that credit is 
cnpital, he succeeded in failing on a more 
magnificent scale than any American of 
recent times. Even Jay Cooks, even our 
own B. F. Am, did not do worse. His 
debts are $10,000,000; his assets consist of 
some household furniture and $40. Unless 
the former can be turned into cash, the sor- 
rowing creditors will receive a gratifying 
dividend of 1 cent on each $25,000. Even 
the Freedmen’s Bank will probably pay a 
trifle more than this. It may seem at first 
blush as if financiering on the American 
model” would not, after the collapse of 
SrrovusperG, become popular across the 
Atlantic. But this is a superficial 
view. The bankrupt was very poor 
a few years ago. By following the 
American model, he has lived in prodigal 
luxuriance, and has crammed more sensuous 
enjoyment into these years than most men 
get in the course of their lives. He has 
failed, to be sure, but the failure only in- 
creases that notoriety for which so many men 
so foolishly long. He has got his name into 
cable dispatches, and has become known in 
this way to millions of persons who have 
hitherto been ignorant that a great swindler 
was tricking three Empires “ on the American 
model.” There are too many miserable peo- 
ple who would be willing to risk the ig- 
nominy of failure for the pitiful pleasures of 
sudden and fleeting fortune. Financiers on 
the American plan will probably abound 
hereafter in Europe. Srrovuspzra has 
been the Jay Cooxe ; the Tom Scorr is yet 
to come. Somebody will appear with a 
scheme for having a Government give him 

234,000,000 of somebody else’s money, will 
scheme, and plan, and contrive, will pay the 
expenses of conventions gathered to indorse 
the projected steal, and may, finally, succeed 
in bamboozling some stupid or venal set of 
rulers into letting him run riot with the pub- 
lic funds. Then the money will be lavishly 
Wasted on the Amarican model”; then 
some of the financiers will go into bank- 
ruptey on the American model,” and others 
will retire to spend their ill-gotten gains, 
again on that model; then all the victims 
will groan in vain, strictly on the aforesaid 
model; and then will come runs, and bank 
suspensions, and stoppage of industrial en- 
terprises, and general collapse—all ‘‘ on the 
American model.” We are sorry for Europe. 
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SALE OF THREE BLOCKS OF LAKE FRONT. 

The City of Chicago has a debt of bor- 
rowed money ranging from three to four 
millions of dollars, representing an equal 
amount of uncollected taxes. On this debt 
the city is paying 6 to 7 per cent interest. 
The city is called upon by the public necessi- 
ties to build a new City-Hall, for which it will 
have to pay at least $1,400,000. This money 
will have to be raised by taxation, and, in case 
the tax remains unpaid, will have to be bor- 
rowed at 7 to 9 per cent interest. 

The city has a limited proprietary interest 
in three blocks of ground between Michigan 
avenue and the railroad tracks, and extend- 
ing from Randolph street to Monroe street. 
Before the fire the Illinois Central Railroad 
Company offered for these three blocks of 
land $800,000 cash, and the sale, at the in- 
stance of property-holders in the vicinity, 
was enjoined by the United States Courts. 
Since that time the fire has revolutionized the 
whole character of the neighborhood of this 
land. It is no longer the favorite location 
for residence property. It has ceased to be 
desirable for residences, and no demand for 
it for other purposes has been created. It 
presents a dreary waste, and the uncertainty 
which hangs over the matter has arrested 
and delayed improvements. 

Under these circumstances, the railroad 
company has now offered to take these three 
blocks of land and pay therefor direct into 
the City Treasury the sum of $800,000. The 
land is unoccupied; it is useless and value- 
less to the city for any public purpose. It is 
not productive, and is not capable of being 
made productive. At the time of the origi- 
nal proposition, in 1869, an objection to the 
sale was made on the ground that a convey- 
ance as proposed would carry with it the ri- 
parian rights, giving to the railroad company 
the land covered by weter east of the three 
blocks, extending indefinitely into the lake. 
The railroad company now propose that the 
city shall only be asked to execute a mere 
quit-claim deed to the land described by 
metes and bounds, and including no rights, 
— or otherwise, not specified in the 

eel , 

In this view of the case, it is a matter of 
profound astonishment that the Common 
Council of the City of Chicago hesitates, and, 
the property-owners who Originally demur- 
red to the sale, six-sevenths have already in 
writing expressed a desire that the sale be 
made, and the others will 


‘undoubtedly give 
| their assent to the dissolution of the injuno- 
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creased in value. 

As measure of economy, this sale should 
be made without further delay. On the 18t ot 
next July the city will have to appropriate a 
large sum towards the construction of thenew 
City-Hall, and levy a tax to produce the reve- 
aue for that purpose, perhaps $300,000, and 
in the meantime borrow the money on the 
tax-warrant at 7 to 9 per cent until the tax is 
collected two years later, making a tax of 
$950,000 to produce a sum of money no 
greater than that which is now offered in eash 
for a tract of land which is not productive, and 
for which the city has no use. To take this 
money is to save $56,000 a year interest, 
reckoning at 7 per cent, and obviate the ne- 
cessity of levying a direct tax of $800,000. 

To make this sale will have the effect of 
adding $300,000 of real estate, and probably 
$800,000 of improvements thereon, to the 
taxable property of the city. 

It will have the effect also of removing all 
uncertainty as to the future character of 
the contiguous and neighboring property now 
idle and unproductive, and create an immedi- 
ate demand therefor, leading to ita rapid and 
permanent improvement and increase of value, 
and consequently adding to the taxable prop- 
erty. 

Under these circumstances, it will be seen 
that the city, as a whole, is deeply and finan- 
cially interested in having this sale perfected. 
It will obviate a special levy of $800,000 next 
year. It will save $56,000 expended for in- 
terest. It will add, in round numbers, 
$2,000,000 to the taxable property of the city, 
and proportionately to its revenue. It will 
improve a large tract of real estate now prac- 
tically unoccupied. 

In this matter it is not a question in which 
the South Division is interested. Every lot- 
holder in the West and North Divisions 
is directly interested in the question 
whether he shall be compelled to pay 
a share of this special tax to build 
the City-Hall, or whether that tax be omitted 
and this lot sold for the same amount of 
money. We are confident that outside a ring 
in the Common Council there can be but one 
opinion as to the imperative duty of the City 
Government in this matter.

TWO MEN: A CONTRAST. 

Wri B. Agron, of New York, who was 
born a millionaire and lived a miser; is dead. 
Henry H. Tarom, of Chicago, who was born 
poor and lived one of Nature’s noblemen, 
preceded him by a few days into the Unknown 
Land upon which only eyes once closed by 
death canopen. There was a certain marked 
contrast between these two men, which it is 
worth while to point out. 

Wut B. Astor inherited $20,000,000 
upon his father’s death. That sum, in fact, 
was presented to him by the people of New 
York. The right of bequest is a purely arti- 
ficial one, and not a natural right. It 
is one which has no existence outside the 
pale of the law. When a man dies, every 
natural right over his property dies with him. 
But the law, from motives of public policy, 
permits the dead hand to still clutch its 
whilom wealth and distribute it as the 
dead brain once willed. Thanks. to 
this, and to this only, Astor got his 


| $20,000,000 a quarter of a century ago. He 


has done nothing to repay the people to 
whom he owes this vast gift. His whole life 
has been spent in adding million to million. 
He has wrung the last cent from his 2,500 
tenants, has drawn morey from some of the 
foulest tenements that reek in their rotten- 
ness on New York alleys, has clutched with 
shaking hands at gold. He leaves behind 
him, still subject to his miser’s grasp, $150,- 
000,000, two-thirds of which is in real estate 
that will probably be worth, within ten 
years, twice what it is now. The $130,000,000 
he has added to the bequest which the people 
of New York allowed his father to bestow upon 
him is mostly what English economists call 
the ‘‘ unearned increment.” He did nothing 
to get it. The talent, the skill, the capi- 
tal, the labor, concentrated in the 
metropolis, have increased, year after year, 
the value of Astor's lots and rentals without 
his doing a solitary thing. His colossal for- 
tune, both the bequest and the increment, 
was given him by public consent, expressed 
in the laws of the State of New York. It was 
the largest unincumbered fortune in Christen- 
dom. No entail fettered it. No charges 
crippled his disposal of it. It was absolutely 
his by law. It was equivalent to 1,000 for- 
tunes of $150,000 each, so that this one grim 
old money-grabber had one thousand times 
the money that would have amply provided 
himself and his family with every comfort 
and every reasonable luxury. He held it all 
by public consent, and most of it was in fact 
a donation from the people. What has he 
done forthe public in return? Practically 
nothing. There are millions of Americans 
who have been infinitely more generous than 
this Cn Astor. He gave a few pitiful 
thousands to the library founded by his father 
and that bears his family name. The whole 
sum probably did not amount to a week's in- 
come. Yet this is pretty much all that pane- 
gyrists can find about which to sound his 
praise. He dies worth $150,000,000, gold 
value, yet deeply indebted to the world, and 
dies without discharging scarcely a penny of 
his debt. 

Vice-President Wusox lived for his kind 
and his country, and died poor. Had he lived 
for himself, he might have died a millionaire. 
The sorrow and esteem of a nation follow 
Henry Won to his grave. The nation is 
his debtor. The debt is his monument. 

Astor had it in his power to build the 
grandest monument of private munificence 
the world has ever seen, and yet have left 


his family with super-ample provision for 


their every luxury. The income of the frag- 
ment of his 84th year, since September, has 
been enough to enrich all those with natural 
claims upon him, What could not this man, 
with an income of a million a month for 
many years, have done? He might have 
almost abolished the poverty of honest men 
upon the Island of Manhattan; he might 
have grappled with sin far more suec- 
cessfully than the State can ever hope 
to do; he might have freed thousands of 
honest men and women and helpless children 
from the kindred curses of hunger and cold, 
have satisfied the pinched belly, and clothed 
the shivering back. He might have founded 
in New York the most renowned seat of learn- 
ing in the world,—a university before which 
Oxford and Berlin would pale, a school that 
would have drawn scholars from every part 
of the globe, and made our commercial me- 
tropolis a new Alexandria. Magnificent 
museums, glorious art-galleries, the vastest 
library in the world,—all of these were within 
the compass of that colossal fortune. He 
might thus have lived in the memory of the 
whole world until the archangel biows his 
trump. Bat, with diabolic selfishness, he 
sacrificed his fame to his miserly folly. The 
good that might have been is not tobe. His 
son, an aged man who already has one foot 


in the grave, clatebes the tremendous ' 


wealth 
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in his palsied harids. Humanity is cheated 
of ita rights. No wonder Communism thrives 
while Asrons live only to grab. ; | 

A few days ago, a citizen of Chicago, 
known to a limited but growing circle of ap- 
preciative friends, suddenly died in the 
primest years of life. Hunt Honaxr Tarton 
was still a young man, no older than WILL 
tam B. Astor's grandson. He was born with 
no vast fortune waiting forhim. The for- 
tune of which he died possessed he made. 
No man has ever questioned the morality of 
the making. Mr. Taro left to those de- 
pendent upon him all the money that they 
can possibly need, and presented the bulk of 
his property—some $600,000—to trustees, to 
be used in such a way as t do the greatest 
Good, and least harm.” If the trustees do 
their duty, in the spirit of the be- 
quest, this gift can be so utilized that 
Mr. Tarton's name will live in grateful 
hearts in this city for centuries to come. He 
has won his fame, for he has done what he 
could right nobly. He has set a precious ex- 
ample. His giftis the largest ever made by 
a Chicagoan; but men with large hearts and 
larger means, stimulated by his good deed, 
will imitate it. Hxunr H. Tarzor has richly 
repaid the world for all it may have done for 
him; WI Han B. Astor shirked his debts to 
the world, and so died its debtor—ia the es- 
teem of none, in the contempt of all. 
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THE NEW BUILDING ORDINANCE. 

We have at last a competent building ordi- 
mance, under which it is believed Mr. 
Bauxy’s inspection-burean may be able to 
restrain the flagrant violations of public safe- 
ty that have been endured in Chicago since 
the fire of 1871 under the patch-work ordi- 
nance that has been our only protection. 
The new ordinance, adopted Friday evening 
last, has been the subject of much careful 
consideration by the leading architects, build- 
ers, and insurance agents of the city, and its 
adoption as a whole by a vote of 26 to 5 is 
the most creditable action the Council has 
taken for a long time. The propositions in 
the Council to tinker at it were fortunately 
defeated, because a large body of men 
unfamiliar with building are not the proper 
persons o treat a matter of this kind. The 
best test for it is actual experience, and we 
have sufficient confidence in Supt. Ban to 
believe that he will administer it honestly, 
and discover any defects it may be proved to 
have in its present shape. The value of the 
ordinance, if it is as complete and effective as 


is believed, is two-fold: 1. The increased 
protection it will afford against the danger of 
general conflagrations ; and, 2, the decreased 
rates of insurance which it will guarantee to 
property-owners. With this ordinance in 
practical working there is reason to believe 
that Chicago will henceforth be regarded by 
insurance companies as one of the safest 
cities in the country, instead of one of the 
most dangerous, for the placing of risks. 

The new ordinance fully and unreservedly 
reaflirms the fire-limits as co-extensive with 
the city limits, and requires that the walls 
of all buildings henceforth to be erected with- 
in the corporate limits shall be constructed 
wholly of incombustible materials, and with 
foundations of masonry. The exceptions are 
in the case of elevators, which may be built 
of wood, but must be protected by an en- 
velope of incombustible material that is rigid 
and firm in itself; sheds, which must have a 
slanting roof, and may not exceed twelve 
feet in height, twelve feet in width, and 
sixteen feet in length, and which may only be 
used for storage of wood and coal; and, also, 
brick buildings of not more than twenty feet 
in height may be set upon wood-sills, pro- 
vided in the space between the sill and the 
ground there shall be an intervention of 
some fire-proof material. The latter. excep- 
tion is intended for those localities which are 
without sewerage. 

One of the greatest nuisances and most 
serious dangers in the city since the adoption 
of the late ordinance has been the repairing 
of frame buildings damaged by fire. The 
present law, like the old one, provides that a 
damage by fire, decay, or otherwise, of more 
than 50 per cent of the value of such build- 
ings shall warrant the Superintendent of 
Buildings in condemning them as public nui- 
sances and abating them in his own way, unless 
there shall be an application for a committee 
of reference; in the latter case the commit- 
tee shall consist of three disinterested per- 
sons, one of whom shall be chosen by 
the owner of the building, another by 
the Superintendent of Buildings, and 
a third to be chosen by these two. The 
referee on the part of the city was formerly 
chosen by the Mayor, who was likely to be 
deceived; but since Supt. Bamzr will 
henceforth have the choice it is hoped 
that he may be move fortunate in his selec- 
tions. He should proceed under this pro- 
vision against many public nuisances in the 
city that have been damaged more than 50 
per cent by decay; and the line should be 
strictly drawn in every case of fire. It is 
this provision more than any other which, if 
rigidly applied, will enable the authorities to 
improve the condition of certain inflammable 
districts near the centre of the city which are 


a constant menace to its safety. 

Another valuable feature of the new or- 
dinance is the stricter definition of the re- 
quirements in regard to the projections and 
ornamentation of buildings. It is provided 
that all stoops, steps, balconies, verandas, 
porches, bay-windows, towers, observatories, 
dormer windows, etc., shall be wholly con- 
structed of incombustible material, with a 
few exceptions in the case of first and second 
stories and dwelling-houses, for which other 
rules are provided. It is also required that 
all cornices, gutters, eaves, and parapets shall 
be made of incombustible material The 
same is true of roofs, except that composi- 
tion-roofs shall not be excluded; but the 
regulations in regard to the latter require a 
covering of dry gravel, and, when they have 
a mean height of 45 feet, also an incombusti- 
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portant means of enforcing the ordinance. 

It may well be doubted whether the ordi- 
nance is ate jn regard to the penalties 
it fixes for a violation of its provisions A 
conviction subjects the offender to a fine of | 
$10 to $100 for the first offense, $25 to $200 
for the second offense, and $200 to $1,000 
for the third offense within a lapse of one 
year, and such penalty may then be enforced 
only by an action of debt in the name of the 
city. It would be better if the collection of 
the fiues were enforced by imprisonment on 
failure of payment, and if the Superintendent 
of Buildings were permitted to take a more 
summary process in the case of the more fla- 
grant violations of the law. We may, never- 
theless, be thankful for the great improve- 
ments the ordinance offers.

HOW TO MURDER BOYS SAFELY. 

A number of years ago an old woman was 
arrested in an Eastern city, charged with pur- 
suing the trade of maiming children for a 
livelihood. It was said that she bought ehul- 
dren for a few dollars apiece from their un- 
natural parents, drove them into streets 
crowded with vehicles so that they were al- 
| most sure to be run over, and then extorted 
money from the sympathies or fears of the 
owners of the carriages that had killed or 
wounded them. The disclosure furnished 
food for nine days’ horror, and was then for- 
gotten. The feminine fiend escaped punish- 
ment, we believe, through some legal techni- 
cality. Since then, the business of torturing 
children to the brink of death, and sometimes 
beyond it, has assumed larger 
The trapeze is the favorite instrumen 
of death It is a re business 
to keep it supplied with victims. When 
Hener Brnon rescued little Prince Luo 
—whose real name was probably something 
like Im Popexrzs—from the men who were 
making money by risking the child's life 
from day to day, the evidence taken show- 
ed that the proprietor of the brutal show had 
advertised for a boy to be trained in this 
way, and that he had had fifty children of- 
fered him! He selected the poor little 
** Prince,” and purchased him from his real 
or pretended parents,—brutes who sold their 
own flesh and blood into slavery, and proba- 
bly spent the proceeds of their sin on a day’s 
drunk. The rescue of Prince Lzo” was 
the first fruit of the formation of a Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children. 
These little animals certainly need the pro- 
tecting care of such an organization quite 
as much as sick car-horses and vivisected 
vagrant dog. Prince Lzo” is safe in New 
York, but Master Farm Lam is 
dying in Cleveland.

Havre and Antwerp. 
Diepateh to London Timea, 

Pants, Nov. 11.—M. Marteau, editor of the 
Journal du Havre, bas just published a pam- 
phlet in which he contrasts the increasing pros- 
perity of Antwerp, thaaks to combined national 
and local efforta, with the comparative stagna- 
tion, if not actual decline, of Havre, debarred 
from helping itself and unable to pro- 
eure belp from the Government. Just, he 
says, as the Freach Revolution and the 
wars made on France by Europe 


(perhaps he ought ratber 
the wars made on Europe by France) first gave 
@ great industrial and mauufacturing impetus to 
Giasgow, so the war of 1870, showing that 
France could not maintain the transit of goods 
for Beigium, Switzerland, Germany, and eve 
its own Northern and Eastern Provinces, bas 
diverted the traffic to Antwerp. He wae much 
im on visiting Glasgow a few vears 
ago, with the deepening of the Clyde. 
its extensive quays, and the increasing 
population, and he ie still more struck by the 
efforts being made bv Aotwerp, which, uvlike 
Glasgow, is not manufacturing as well as com- 
mercial. He shows tbat, while the imports 
and exports of Havre between 1860 and 1874 
only increased from 997.000 to 1,373,000 tone, 
those of Antwerp rose from 827,000 to 3,(48,- 
000 tons, and that, while the ships entering 
or leaving Havre last year amounted 
to 1,800, tons, those at Antwerp were 
4.000,000 tons. Havre retainsits superiority iu 
the importation of cotton, owing to its well-or- 
ganized market, but Antwerp imports thrice the 
quantity of wool, Rheims aad the French Nortlr 
erp manufacturers beginning to purchase tbere ; 
and in wood, oil, rice, and salt meat it far sur- 
Havre. Certain goods, moreover, from

Mr. Moyer Subjected te Still 
Severer Tests. 


The Musonlar-Contraction Theory Seems 
Pretty Effectually Exp oded. 


The [{Mind-Reader 
Using a Piece of Copper Wire. 


A Novel and Interesting Experiment 
in a Spelling Trial. 


The notoriety given the phenomenon of mind- 
reading by the Thomas Manefield-Brown con- 
troversy induced Mr. Moyer, the newly-discov- 
ered mind-reader, to give a select seance yester- 
day afternoon with a view of exploding the 
theory advanced by the two first-named gentile- 
men of science, The entertainment was given 
in a room of the Bryant Block, the use of which 
was gran.ed to Mr. Moyer by a business friead. 
A score of gentlemen were present, among whom 
were Messrs. B. L. McVickar, . Rogers, George 
Andrin, P. H. Hefferon, John T. Cahill of the 
Signal Service, M. E. Stone and B. F. Davidson, 
maoagers of the Northwestern News Bureau, G. 
A. H. Baker, Mr. William Wallace, apd repre- 
sentatives of the morning journals. The gen- 
tlemen were all familiar with the muscular-ac- 
tion theory of Messrs. Thomas and Mansfield, 
aud some of them were firm believers in that ex- 


planation of the phenomenon. 
Tak FIRST TEST 
was performed with Mr. Mevickar as the sub- 
ject. Mindful of the hint offered by the theory 
of Tuomas and Mansfield, he pulled 
back, sligittly, apon the band of Mover, to see 
if be could lead awey from the object that he 
had selected for him to touch. The retarding 
movement did not seem to have the slightest 
effect upon the mind-reader. He drew upon 
Mr. McVickar’s band strongly, and, after a mo- 
ment of hesitation, while the influence was as- 
serting iteeif, he walked slowly, but direcily, to 
the object selected,—a goblet on a desk in an 
isolated corner of the room. In the perform- 
ance of this test there was nove of that hurry 
that the scientists assert is necessary 
to inspire nervous action, and at the 
conclusion Mr. Movickar sald that he 
had hindered the mind-reader as much as 
he could physically, without absolntely refusing 
to stir in obedience to the summons of bis hand. 
He wae firmly of the belief thas be had not as- 
sisted Mover involuntarily or uucousdiously, be- 
cause, having read the explanations of Thomas 
and Mansfield, he was especially careful to de- 
prive him of any sesistance of a muscular or 
nervous description. After successfully per- 
forming the same test with every geutleman 
present, 
THE ALPHABET TEST 

was introduced. The letters used by Moyer are 
of about the size of a common playing ecard, aod 
after the performer was blindfoided, Mr. David- 
son scattered the letters over the table, so that 
they were utterly disordered. Mr. Stone thought 
of the word “ cirous,” and communicated his 
thought to a gentleman present, and then taking 
the letter R from the table, he put it upon 
the head of a gentleman who sat on the side of 
the table opposite to which Mover was standing. 
Moyer found the two first letters very readily, 

when the ‘‘R” came in tnrn to be found he 
passed bis hand over the table once or twice, 
and then drawing if back with a swaying move- 
ment he moved with his sub!ect away from the 
table, walked around and behind it. and advane- 
ing toward the gentleman upon whose head the 
letter was, he raised his hend elowly aud placed 
it upon the hidden letter. Mr. Stone, during the 
spelling of the word, kept upa steady though 
not very strong pull upon the operator's band. 
and he was very positive that he bad in no way 
assisted bim in bis search by involuntary or un- 
conscious muscular action. 

In all tnese tests. however, the phenomenon 
was capable of explanation by the theory of 
Thomas and Mansfield, that is, it being granted 
that physical contact inevitably induced such 
nervous action on the partof the subject es 
would indicate to the operator. throngt his ex- 
quisite sense of touch, the locality of the articie 
selected for him to find. This fact was suggest- 

by several of the gentlemen. Moyer ex- 
aimed. I'll show you that there is nothing in 
this muscular-action theory, once for all, and, 
snatching up 
4 PAIR OF ORDINARY TAILORS’ SHEARS, 
be proposed to manifest his power with them as 
the ovlv medium of commupication or contact 
befween himself and the person operated witb. 
Mr. P. H. Hefferon was first selected for this 
wonderful test. Moyer put bis iadex and second 
fingers through the rings of the handle of 
the shears, and giving the blade to Mr. 
Hefferon, be desired din to a 
lect an object for him to find. 
There was no phvsical contact of the parties to 
the test, the hand of the subject being several 
inches removed from the haud of the operator. 
The instant that Mr. Hefferon announced that 
he bad fixed hie mind upon an object, Moyer 
started across the room in the direction of a trio 
of gentlemen, acd selecting Mr. Audrm. he gave 
ais nose a plavful tweak, when Mr. Hefferon 
laughingly said that that was the most promi- 
nent object that oecurred to his mind, and 
that he had selected it for Moyer to find. 
Moyer experienced more difficulty in his next 
test with the shears, Mr. McVicker being the 
subject. He was suceessful, however, and he 
subeequentiy submitted himself to every gentie- 
man in the party, and in every case he implicitiy 
obered the unexpressed desire of the mind of 
the person with whom he was operating. 

In his controversy with Mr. Brown, Mr. 

Thomas particularly attacked the test in which 


the miod-reader claims to read the of one 


person 
THROUGA TITE BRODY OF ANOTHER 
who is placed between the reader and the person 
whose mind controls bie movements. With Mr. 
Brown, the subjects are arranged ia this order: 
The mind-reader takes the hand of the one 
whose mind i» to remain passive, and the person 
who exercises the controlling mind is required 
to close his hand aboat the wrist of the party 
whose mind is passive. This peculiar arrange- 
ment, the scientista assert, admits of the com- 
muvicetion of nervous intelligence from the hand 
of the thinker to the muscles of the wrist of the 
person who passive, and from his band to 
that of the d-reader, who thus ascertains the 
whereabouts of the desired object. Moyer met 
this objection in the most vovel and unexpected 
manner. Mr. Baker and Mr. Cahill were select- 
ed to illustrate the mistaken views of the men 
of science. . Cahill did the thinking ; Baker 
was passive. Mr. Baker, whose hand Mover took, 
wore a heavy overcoat, which be did not remove. 
Mr. Cahill was required to put his hand on Mr. 
Baker's arm either above or below the elbow, on 
the outside coat-sleeve. This was done, and the 
selected object was almost immediately discov- 
ered by Moyer. This test was varied in a great 
many wave. The haod of the thinker was suc- 
cessively placed above and below, over, under, 
and upon all des of Moyer’s arm, and the read- 
er was in every instance entirely éuccesefal in 
bis efforts to find the hidden articles. The man- 
ner jn which the test was, in every case, per- 
formed precluded the possibility of the thinker 
touching the flesh or muscles of the passive 
mind, and it seemed utteriv impossible for that 
intensely delicate movement, called iovoluntary 
muscular action by Mr. Thomae, to manifest it- 
self through the heavy clothing of the passive 
rson to bim. aud from bim to the sensitive 
nd of the mind-reader.

There is little need to remark that the past 
week was a qulet one in real estate. A week in 
which the current of business was interrupted 
midway by cne of the most popular holidays of 
‘the year is not likely to show much new life. 
The active season in real estate is past, and it is 
not to be expected that any important change 
will ‘show itself till the spring. The sales re- 
ported below serve to indicate the continuance 
of the ordinary volume of transactions, and noth- 
ing more. The inquiry for acre property in the 
suburbs is fair, and constitutes one of the healthi- 
est signs of the local market: These inquiries 
come mainly from persons who have moderate 
investments to make. They proceed on the 
theory that has built up the $200,000,000 of the 
Astor estate, that in the long run there is noth- 
ing that pays so good a return as real estate in 
and about a growing city. Subject as it is to 
fluctuations, it 1s certain to be worth more at 
any given time than it was twenty years before. 

In Chicago, as in New York, the attention of 
*epitalists ia turned more to reat estate than any 
other property. Among the sales below is one 
to a firm of New York bankers. Their purchase 
was made only after careful comparison of prices 
here and in New York. This led them to the 
opinion that, speaking comparatively, the price 
of real estate was considerably less in Chicago 
than in New York.

Chicago men will not object to low terms 
from country points to the seaboard, but they do pro- 
test against being obliged to pay a part of the cost of 
such carrying, which is what present arrangements 
amount to, 

Rail freights will be advanced 8e per 100 ibs next 
Wednesday on fourth class, grain and flour, to all 
Eastern points. Cincago shippers will now bave to 
pay Ge per 100, or Ne per pu. on wheat to New York ; 
but shippers from country points will continue to re- 
ov important deductions, as usual under the pres- 
ent blessed railroad rule, which seems to have been 
made for the express purpose of cutting the com- 
mercial throat of Chicago.

Breadétuffs were 
weakened by news of dullness elsewhere (except in 
Milwaukee), and the desire to dispose of property 
which has been held for this month, or is expected to 
be delivered next Wednesday on December contracte- 
Tnere was no strength due to fears of war among the 
Powers of Europe, or between the United States and 
Strain. Lake freigbts were very dull, except on vessels 
to go to Milwaumee, where there is u @everish activity 
just now, that is chiefly artificial, 

The dry-goods market had no important new fea. 
tures. Ina few lines—notably worsted dress fabrics, 
flannels, hosiery, shawls, and fancy articles suitab'e 
for the holiday trade—there was a fairly satisfactory 
movement, while in other departments of the market 
quiet prevailed. Staple cotton productions were held 
very rm, the tendency being rather upward. In 
the grocery market there was only moderate ac- 
tivity. The volume of sales was, however, quite 
up to the expectations of the trade, and the 
prevalent feeling was oue of cheerfulness, The price- 
changes were confined to coffees and sugars, both of 
which were higher.

LAKE. 
TOWN FINANCES, 

The Town Treasurer reminded the Lake Trus- 
tees yesterday of some very uupiessant facts in 
his report ou the flusuces of the town. The re- 
port dates back to the time that he entered upon 
his duties. at which time be found that $31,000 
collected on special assessments made in the 
previous years dating back to 18%. had been 
used for other purposes, apd the town was 
thereby indebted to these funds that eum, 
to pay which they bad either to re- 
fund the money or make the im- 
provemeats. During the present year the 
Board bave already expeoded 6. 000 of this 
year’s levy, which lessens their available funds 
that much. Then again, in settling up with the 
Couuty Treasurer be wae painedto find that 
$32,136.69 of the town levy bas been forfeited to 
the State, thus depriving the Board of $50,000, 
of which they expected to bave theuse this year. 
Another item which was pot at all pleasant, was 
that the 66,000 appropriated for the expeuses of 
the’ Water-Works was about $9000 short of 
the amount necessary to meet the actual 
expenses. In consideration of these facts, he 
thongbt tha: au economical mood would not be 
a bad thiag to witness in the Board's actions. 
The Board evidently thought sotoo, for with 
but very little discussion they unanimously 
agreed to make uo bew mpprovements during 


this year. 

After auditing a few bills, the Board then pro- 
ceeded to select a night janitor There were 
three candidates, who represented Germany.

SOME GOOD ENCRAVINGS. 
AN INTERESTING COLLECTION 

of engravings, temporarily ov exhibition at Jan- 
sen, McClurg & Co.'s book-store, was mentioned 
in Tun Tarscwe last week. This collection in- 
cludes about 400 prints, many of them old and 
rare; and in afew modest portfolios is inclosed 
an illustration of a branch of fine art produc- 
tion not less useful and instructive to persons 
competent to appreciate it than the galleries of 
paintings lately exhibited to us. There is 
room fur grave discussion respecting the com- 
parative offices of inferior oil and water-color 
paintings, chromos, photographic reproductions, 
and engravings, as means of education to an ap- 
preciation of the master-pieces of painting and 
sculpture; but whatever doubt may hang over 
some of these agencies of artistic expression, 
there can be none about the last. the pure and 
beautiful art whereby the finest and most delicate 
expression is reached seemingiy through the 
most difficult possible of means. An art-student 
can scarcely speod a couple of hours better (and 
af maoy more as he can get) than in sitting 
down comfortably with an enthusiast or expert 
ia engravings and etchings, and turning over, 
glass in hand, a portfolio of fine prints. 

Certain names are known to all persons who 
possess any interest in engravings—Durer. 
Rembrandt, Raimondi, Toschi, Nanteuil, Sirange, 
Raphael Morgben, Mueller, aud many others. 
In the present collection all these are repre- 
sented, and almost at random a few are selected 
for comment, keeping lu mind that the number 
of pictures 1s almost as large as the Exposition 
exhibition, and the authors for the most part 
more important apd interesting than the con- 
temporancons artista represented there. Those 
who beard Mra. Edna Cheney, of Boston, lecture

tion of that master. Durer, a4 is well known, 

wae a master in painting, etching, engraving, 

sculpture, and architecture. Whatever glory he 


may have acquired as a painter is fully equaled 
oy his fame as au eugraver. which far surpasses 
that of guy of bis predecessors. At the com- 
mencement of the fitteenth century the two 
great masters of engraving sappeared—Durer, 
the head of the German, and Raimondi of the 
Italian school. Darer is pronounced by com- 
petent auchority an artist of the greatest techni- 
cal powers aod skill, who, endowed with little 
phaotasy, but wito a very active imagination,” 
became most eminent by a wise cultivation of no 
more than mediocre powers. His prints, bo- 
longing to an early day,are strange acd unat- 
tractive to uneducated tastes, but greatly ad- 
mired and sought for by connoisseurs. Tue sub- 
ec:s of his plates in this c liechon are, The 

rodigal Son.” “Effect of Jealousy,” St. 
Jerome in the Desert,” The Kuoight and Lady,” 
“The Assumption,” “The Virgia Crowned by 
Two Angels,” and a number of others. 

More easily appreciate by the cultivated spec- 
tator, not a specialist, than the works of Durer, 
are tnoce of Rembrandt,—or Rembrandt Van Ryn, 
—who followed Durer at the distance of over a 
eentury. A most striking pictare in this col- 
lection is from a well-known plate,— 

“THE GREAT BESURRECTION OF LAZARUS,”— 
in which the central point of interest isa most 
noble figure of Christ, standing almost with His 
back to the spevtator, before the peu sarcoph- 
agus, aud with the greatest majesty and 
grace waving Hie band, and madig the 
dead come forth. Lazarus is visible m 
the hewn stone coffin, while both beyond 
and in the immediate foreground ara the figures 
of the amazed, the half fal, balf-incredu- 
lous sisters and friends of Lazaras. Not the 
least unexpected and peculiar features of this 
picture are the heavy drapery looped up over the 
sepulchre, aud the Oriental cimeter and other 
trappings of the dead man slung against the 
wall. Altogether it is such a combination of the 
realistic and the idealistic as is possible only to 
a master. Another of Rembrandt's great works 
in engraving is ‘‘ The Death of the Virgin, of 
which there are several impressions here, one of 
which is an “early state of the plate, and 
highly valued—at $125 or $150. A third fine ex- 
ample is a rait of himself, and there are also 
copies of the * Descent from the Cross (after 
Rubens), ‘Christ Driving Out the Moaey- 
Changers,” *‘ The Little Jewish Bride,” James 
Silvius,” ete.

in direct violation of the order of Commissioner 
Dougiass, issued at the request of Senator 
Carpenter,” that it be postponed until June fol- 
lowing. As soon as that case, which was re- 
markably quietly disposed of, was over, Super- 
visor Munn made off with the Killian corre- 
spondence,” which disclosed, over the signatures 
of that firm, that Killian Bros., of Chicago, had 
such superior facilities for handling the crooked 
that they did not require notification in advance 
of its shipment. That, and other evidence dis- 
closing fully, the Ring operations here and at

He retarned 
to Milwaukee to continue his reign as the 
Privce” of the Ring, to pocket greater 
profits on the crooked, and no doubt satisfied

The Duke of Brunswick 's Property. 
My readers (says the Paris correspondent of 
the Boston Advertiser) have doubtlesg heard of 
the Duke of Brunewick, and perbaps remember 
the noise which his eccentric will made through 
Europe a few years since. He left one only rec- 
ognized child, the Countess Elizabeth Wilbe!- 
mine of Brunswick, of Biakeobourg, aad of Col- 
mar, supposed to be the issue of a morganatic 
marriage; but, at all events, being the one ebild 
brought up by ber father, with every prospect 
of inheriting a part atleast of his large for- 
tune. It was under these circumstances that 
she married Comte de Civrv, and eight child en 
were born to them. They had always relied 
upon ber father’s promise, and oo legal settle- 
ment was made upon her; and when one fine 
day the ecceutric old geutlemaa refused to 
continue her allowance she found her- 
self forced to go to law or ste 
ber children sta. ve. The result of 
this lawsuit in France was his being obliged to 
pay 30,000 fraocs a year ($6,000) for ber support. 
a drop in the ocean when compared to lis royal 
revenue; but the Duke of Brunswick was a testy 
old gentieman, and resolved to be revenged 
upon the law, aud stopped at no expense which 
the transformation of his property necessitated, 
in order to disinherit bis daughter. He died be- 
lieving this object attained, as he left 20,000,000 
francs ($4,000,000) to the Town of Geneva, and 
not one cout to her. te to the present time this 
will bas been respected ; but the eldest son of 
Comte and Comtesse de Civrv, Ulric Guelfe de 
Civry, has jast addressed an eloquent protesta- 
tion to tue City of Geneva, in which he vindi- 
cates the right of his family to the inheritance of 
one-fourth of the sum left by his grandfatber. 
As vo reply bas as yet been made to this cry 
for justice, it is impossible to predict what the 
republican City of Geneva will do. Aud as 
“possession is nine points of the law,” it is 
probabie that a lawsuit will precede a solution 
to the question, *‘ To be, or not to be.” In the 
meantime I know the claimaat is backed by in- 
fluence and money. So his chances are good, 
eveu against a city. Did not the Princess de 
Beauveau-Craon, after twenty years of lawsuits, 
gain her inheritance to the Chateau de St. Ouen, 
iven to her mother, the Countess du Cavia, by 
‘Louis XVIII., and that against the City of Paris 
with Baron Haussmann at its head? And yet 
the rights of the Princess de Craop were nothing 
like as clear as are those of Count Ulric Gueife 
de Civry.

Public feeling in favor of the proposed sale of 
the Lake-Front depot purposes seems to

ested, There is ui urgent need for a grand 
ion depot, one that will accommodate the vast 
business that is und transacted with difficulty in 
the present limite i quarters at the foot of Lake 
street.

WALTER SAVAGE LANDOR. 


Some of His Freaks. 
Galaxy for December. 

Late in 1808 Landor, in a@ sudden freak, went 
to Spain to fight against the French. Landiug 
at Corunva, he gave 10.000 reals to the inhabit- 
ants of a town which had been burned, and pro- 
posed to equip and pay a thousand volunteers, 
with whom he would go on foot, and fight with 
them ‘‘ ander the command of any brave Span- 
iard who had taken up arms in defense of reli- 
gion aod liberty.” He returned to Eugland in a 
few weeks, without seeing serviee iw the field. 
But this escapade perhaps was of service to him 
in the composition of his tragedy of Count 
Julian,” a work not unworthy of the avthor of 
‘“* Gebir,” began about this time, and completed 
three years later. 

He vow set bis heart upon the purchase of 
Lianthony Abbey, an estate upon the border of 
Wales. He sold the estate which had already 
fallen to him, and which hed been ia the family 
700 years, His mother sold one of those which 
was bers in right for £20,000, and gave him the 
money, subject to an appuity of 4410; more 
money was borrowed for improvements; in all 
about £50,000 was expended. * Lianthony,” he 
wrote long afterward. “ig a noble estate. It 
produces everything but berbage, coru, and 
money. It is about 8 miles long, and I planted 
a million of trees on it. I lived there little more 
than eight montis altogether, aud built a house 
to pull it down again,” Of the million of trees, 
however, more than aine out of ten existed only 
in bis imagination, 

Landor's experience here was anything but a 
pleasant one, By his own account Lever was o 
mec k and long-suffering landiord so builied and 
cheated by his arrogant tenauts. They wonid 
not pay theirrent, out down bis trees, poached 
bis game, insulted bim at his own door, and 
menaced him with violence. One of them had 
threateved some mischief; Landor posted a 
bandbill accuswg him of meditating a felony, 
was prosecuted for libel, and cast in damages. 
He was not oa good terms witu bis veighbors. 
He applied m vain to the Lord Lieutenant of 
the county to be appointed on the commission 
of the peace, although there was no magistrate 
within ten miles of him. Within three years 
from the time of the purchase, Landor was 
thoroughiy disgusted. He would sell it, if he 
cou d, for leas than half of what it had cost him. 
Aud in the meanwhile he would leave England 
and goto France. Hence arose a new and still 
worse trouble. 

Three years before he had suddenly fallen io 
love, by po meaus for tue first time. I have 
found,” be wrote to Southey, “a girl wirhous 
A sixpence, and with very few acoomplishments. 
Sbe is pretty, graceful, and good-tempered— 
three things indispeceable to my happiness.“ 
He seems bever to have thoaght chat good tem- 
per on his part might be inaiepensabie to her 
bappiness. After turning his back upon Lian- 
thony, be tariied a little while ou the island of 
Jersey, accompanied by bis wife and her sister, 
He had made up bis mind to reside in France; 
she had made up ber miud te the contrary. He 
disliked to have any talk about it; she would 
talk of nothing else. He begged her pot to 
drive him to distraction; she retorted that 
things bad come to a fine pass if he must never 
be contradicted, and finally called him some- 
thing like ao old brute. He was almost 40, per- 
haps twice her age. Before dayoreak he was up 
aud off sioue for France, nobody for a month 
knowing what bad become of him. 

But in his beautiful Italian home, from which 
be could sbut out everything disagreeable, and 
admit only those persons whom he liked, and 
who liked bim, Lando; could not be at peace. A 
few weeks before he took possession af it be had 
involved himself in @ quarrel with the authori- 
ties. One of his servants had stolen some of 
nis plate. He made complaint to the police, 
adding that since the offense bad been commut- 
ted under bis roof he did not expect to obtain 
redrese, The chief asked, in no pleasant ton 
why he presumed to say this. andor repli 
that a picture had been purloined from him not 
long before by some ope to whom it had been 
intrusted, and, when he laid the matter before 
the Presideut of the buen governo, he was told 
that if he could not live quietly with 
neigbbors he shonld be sent out 
of Tuscany. The Chief of Police shragged his 
shoulders, and said. The President of the buon 

pverno does what he sees good,” Then teil 

im for me,” shouted Landor, that if he uses 
such threats again 1 will diag him by ihe throat 
before tne Grand Duke.” Next day he was sum- 
moned before the President and ordered to be 
out of the Duchy im three days, He said be 
would not go in three days, and would stay as 
long ad he pleased.. He wrote to the Grand 
Duke, and in the meanwhile took a trip to the 
baths of Lucca. The Grand Duke decided that 
he had complied with the order to leave the 
Duchy, aud might come back when he pleased. 
He had bardly got into his villa when he {ell in- 
to another quarrel. His nearest neighbor was 
M. Antoir, an old attache of the French Lega- 
tion. Some dispute arose about a water course 
— ee. amg = lauds of each. At first,” 
says odor, “1 gave up to bim everythiog 
he asked; but hearing that I had said 1 
would give up everything rather than have» 
lawsuit, he made fresh preiensious, which I must 
rérict, as without the water I must lose the pro- 
duce of nearly a hundred lemon trees, at 
least @ century old. They have enjoyed this 
water unrestricted for above forty vears.” In 
the course of the dispute the Frenchman charged 
Laodor with stating what was untrue. Lan- 
dor chalieuged him, and put the matter in the 
hands of Mr. Kirkup, one of bis friends. An- 
t ur's friend was the French Minister. The two 
met and agreed that tbere should be vo fighting ; 
there were faults on both sides, and both must 
make and accept mutnal explanations. The 
Frenchman was quite ready, but it was hard 
work for Kirkup to boring Landor around, al- 
though he had promised to abide by the decision 
of his second, who had already lost one friend 
io u duel, and bad no mind to lose another. Tue 
original dispute appears to have been kept up 
afterward, for we find Landcr subsequently 
writing of being persecuted by a rascal about 3 
water-course,”

Wakeman moved to lay on the table un- 
til after permaneat organization, but wrthdrew 
the motion temporarily to allow Mr. Paine to say 
that aft ot the permanent organisation the elub 
would have vo right to change the constitution.

SUICIDE. 
AT THE SHERMAN HOUSE THIS TIME.

POSSIBLE POISONING. 
ANOTHLR DRUGGIST TO BE EXAMINED. 

A Polish saloon-keeper at No. 317 Noble 
street, named Peter Malkofski, was sick the lat- 
ter part of last week, and patronized a druggist 
and self-styled physician named A. Foerster, 
doing business at No. 659 Milwaukee avenue. 
Three different powders were given bim at 
various times, the last one of which was taken 
at 10 o'clock Friday eveving. Malkofseki then 
fell asleep and never after wakened, in spite of 
all that could be done, and at 8 oclock 
yesterday morning the man died. The ciroum- 
stances attending the chase were so suspicious 
that the Coroner began an investigation imme- 
diately after receiving the information. He 
visited the drag store at No. 659 Milwaukee 
avenue, where he found a middle-aged man cov- 
ered with dirt so thickly that the Coroner says 
be woold, if thrown against a stone wall, 
stick fast. The individual disciaimed any 
interest in the store, saying that 
his son owned it. and practiced 
medicine among the neighbors. When a young 
man, barely 20 years of age, entered, and was 
introduced as the son in question, the thought 
rushed to the Coroner's brain that the young 
man was indeed a practitioner of medicine, and 
avery poor ove at that. He questioned him 
closely on the general subject of his profession, 
dut the young man evinced a most thorough 
contempt for all medical lore, saying tbat 
be h studied pharmacy, but where he 
could not and would not tell. The 
Coroner then questioned him about the 
death of Malkofski, and the young map replied 
that he bad died of delirium tremens, and that 
he had personally known Malkofski to drink 
eight glasses of whisky in succession. The 
Coroner remonstrated tnat Malkofski was not a 
drinking man, but it was of no avail, as Foerster 
insisted that nothing but delirium tremens was 
the matter with him. He said he had prescribed 
kali bromate and magnesia  sulfuricus, 
which the Coroner deciphered as kalium 
bromate, or bromide of potassi, and 
Dover’s powder. Finding young Foerster so 
illiterate and so ungatisfactory in bis conversa- 
tion, the Coroner visited Malkofski's late resi- 
dence and procured samples of the two last 
powders prescribed by the young practitioner. 
Neither of them was put up as such powders 
should be. The last one administered to Mal- 
kokeki is white and has a bitter taste, aud is 
said to be quinine, but the Coroner thinks it is 
1 as apt to be morphine. and has couseqneut- 
v deferred the mquest uatil Monday morning. 
In the meantime the powders will be chemically 
analyzed, and the gulit or inovcence of the 
youog man established.

Tu the People of Chicaqgo.—Onicago, Nov. 27. 
— By referring 27 — 439, Proceedings of the 
Common Council, vou will find 6 report of the 
Committee on Markets, on “An ordinance es- 
tdblishing the office of Milk Inspector,” as fol- 
lows :

On the same page tou will find the proposed 
law, containing eight sections. The law of New 
York City contains one section onlv,—Sec. 45 
of the Sanitary Code of the Board of Health,— 
as follows: 

Src, 45. That ro person shall bave at any place 
where milk, butter, or cheese is kept for sale, nor at 
any place offer or have for sale, nor shall any person 
bring or send to eaid city, any unwholesome, watered, 
or adulterated milk, or milk known as 
milk from cows or other animals that for the most 
part lived in stables, or that fed on swill, bage, or 
other üke substances; nor any butter or cheese made 
from any such milk, nor any unwholesome butter or 


On behalf of the Milk-Dealers’ Union” of 
Chicago, and in the interests of the people, I 
protest against the passage of the law recom- 
mended by the Committee on Markets. Witb- 
out impugaing the motion of the Committee on 
Markets, or intending to burt their feelings, I 
say that the proposed law is too much “ self- 
sustaining.” It provides position and pay (per- 
haps $5,000 or $10,000 per year) for an lo- 
sector, but does not even mention swill miik— 
poisonous milk prohibited by the laws of the 
City and State of New York. The proposition 
to appoint an Inspector originated with the 
Milk-Dealers’ Union, to tect themselves in 
fair prices for good milk by regulating the sale 
of skimmed milk, and entirely prohibiting the 
sale of ewll milk. 

I have had the honor to represent the Milk- 
Dealers’ Union of the City of Chicago, and in 

ir interests to visit New York City to study 
heRJaws and her system of inspection of milk 
aod enforcing their laws. The ipspectors are 
policemen—making daily reports to the Board 
of Health, whose duty it is to enforce the law 
through the couris. Two policemen only are 
employed. The fines collected for quarter ending 
Sept. 30, 1875 were $1,500. The Board of Health 
lactometer is used by 88 inspectors to 
test the quality of the milk. The lactometer
